New Al and St. Louis Air-Line 
many Railroad. 


The President and Directors of the New 
Albany and St. Louis Air-Line railway, 
organized under the general railroad law 
of Indiana, have presented a memorial to 
the General Council for a subscription of 
$500,000 by this city to its capital stock. 
The memorial has been referred to the 
proper Committee, and we presume will be 
reported upon atan early day. We hope 
that this subject will receive that consid- 
eration which its importance demands, 
and that our citizens generally will also 
consider it, believing as we do, that itis a 
matter in which Louisville as a city is 
very deeply interested. The city of New 
Albany has voted a stock subscription of 
$300,000, in addition te which there is a 
latge private subscription in that city. 
While the road in question will doubtless 
benefit New Albany, it will benefit Louis- 
ville in much greater proportion, and, if 
we on this side do our duty in the matter, 
we have every reason to belive, such is the 
interest manifested in the enterprise on the 
other side of the river, that it will be car- 
ried to a Successful conclusion. 

We are aware, that, for some years past, 
the efforts of Louisville have been mainly 
directed to the opening up of new outlets 
to, and means of communication with, 
the South; and in this we think that our 
people have shown their wisdom. Our 
first efforts were very properly digected to 
the opening up of iron avenues to those 
portions of the South which were natural- 
ly tributary. to this city. But, as our Cin- 
cinnati neighbors are beginning to discover 
that there is.a South as well as a North, so 

we of Louisville should not be unmindful 
of the fact that there is a North as well as 
a South. Cineinnati has, in former years, 
directed nearly all her energies to the 
building of railroads through Ohio and 
Indiana, and she is certainly well provided 
in this particular. But notwithstanding 
her various and rapid means of communi- 
cating with the principal towns of these 
States, and making the country tributary 
to her, Cincinnatians admit that their city 
is languishing. Her trade has not in- 
creased as rapidly as they had a right to 
expect. In this dilemma she turns to the 
South, and has determined to build a rail- 
road penetrating the wealthy sections of 
the South. In this endeavor she will 
probably succeed, and thus to some extent 
become. the rival of Louisville for the 
Southern trade. 

Louisville once possessed the trade of 
that portion of Indiana through which it 
is proposed to construct the New Albany 
and St, Louis air-line railway, and it 
was no inconsiderable source of our old- 
time prosperity. But since the completion 
of the Ohio and Mississippi railway, that 
trade has been directed to Cincinnati. An 

is now presented tor bringing 
it back to the cities arownd the Falls, of 
which Louisville is the most important. 


more rapidly than that through which this 


road will run, and to which this project, if {* 


there is a reasonable prospect of its success, 
will give a fresh impetus. It abounds in 
coal, timber, limestone, and salt-wells, and 
produces the cereals, tobacco, and stock in 
great abundance. 

The road will form a link in the great 
projected through line from the Atlantic to 
St. Louis, and will be greatly shorter than 
any route now opened. Louisville will 
thus become a thoroughfare through which 
will sweep the great tide of travel from the 
seaboard to the Mississippi and on to the 
Pacific. Travel and business between 
Louisville and the West are now very 
much obstructed by the change of cars 
made necessary by the difference of gauge 
of the Ohio and Mississippi road, as well as 
the distance being greatly increased. By 
the projected air-line road these difficulties 


will be obviated. 
Our Southern lines are important, but 


they are not sufficient. We want corre- 
sponding lines at the North. The falls of 
the Ohio should be made, and can be made 
a great railroad center, with lines diverg- 
ing in every direction. The interests of 
all the cities clustered here are identical, 
but Louisville, from the very nature of the 
case, must be benefited more by these im- 
provements than her neighbors; and it is 
not right, therefore, even if they were able, 
for them to bear all the burdens while we 


The citizens of Louisville, so far as we 
have had opportunity of consulting them 
and ascertaining their views, are almost a 
unit in favor of the city’s lending her aid 
to the proposed road. The corps of en- 
gineers, headed by I. M. St. John, Esq., 
well known in our city, will begin their 
surveys the present week, from which it is 
apparent that our neighbors “mean busi- 
ness.” 


. Desecration. 
The Union graves at Arlington, the old 


residence of Gen. Lee near Washington, 
were,as the public have been informed 
decorated with flowers on Saturday. The 
graves of both white and black soldiers, 
numbering many thousands, were adorned 
quite profusely. In the midst of or ad- 
joining these graves were those of some 
thirty Confederate soldiers, and upon these 
afew sympathizing ladies and children, 
relatives no doubt, placed flowers before 
the general ceremonies commenced, prob- 
ably supposing that their tributes to their 
rsa aed dead might otherwise be inter- 


fered w 
Over ae thirty Confederate graves the 


authorities of the Government on Saturday 
placed a guard of marines and an officer 
with instructions to allow no flowers to be 
laid upon them, while such ladies and 
children as had already placed flowers 
there were compelled to remove them, 
This was something more than human 
malignity and hate, it was absolutely devil- 
ish. Nay, we do not know that it was not 
even worse than devilish, for neither ir 
sacred nor in protane history do we read 
of any deed of the devil that seems a par- 
allel to it. To our minds, there is scarcely 
an appreciable difference between persons 
who would do .what the Federal officers 
did and those who would defile or tear 
open the Confederate graves and scatter 
their mouldering ashes with yells and 
curses upon the winds. 

And these things are done directly under 
the eyes of the highest civil and military 
authorities of the nation, and, if not by 
their instructions, certainly by their con- 
sent and toleration. Shame! shame! that it 
could be so!

The defeated aspirant for the Columbia 
is D. A. Moore, an ex-Cap- 

tain of the United States army. He en- 
tered the service in the very begianing of 
the war, raising, at bis own private peca- 
niary expense and by his active personal 
exertions, a company of seventy-five men, 


which became company B, of the Sixty- 
firsts New York volunteers. He con 
manded his company with the most heroic 
bravery through seven pitched batties and 
numerous ‘skirmishes and minor affairs, 
He lost a leg and was o wounded 
in the seven days’ battle in front of Rich- 
mond. He remamed on the field suf- 
fering dreadfully from his wounds for thir- 
teen days, when, thinking that death was 
about coming to his relief, he was taken 
prisoner by the Confederates and confined 
for months in the Libby Prison. He was 
finally exchanged, and, being physically 
incapable of field-service, and yet anxious 
to do an officer’s and a soldier's duty, he 
was assigned to the Veteran Reserve 
Corps, where he remained until he was 
mustered out (that is, so much of him as 
was left) in November, 1866, having served 
his country five years with a fidelity 
scarcely less than sublime. 

A statement of these facts was embodied 
in the application of Captain Meore (not 
less crippled in his financial means than in 
his person) for the office of postmaster at* 
Columbia. All the best citizens of Colum- | 
bia and of the vicinity signed his 
application. Strong and numerous letters 
in support of his war record and in com- 
mendation of his personal character were 
written by military officers and civilians of 
distinction, anda special committee of citi- 
zens was appointed to accompany him to 
Washington and proffer and sustain his 
application. The private secretary of the 
President read ,the documents and 
unhesitatingly assured both him and 
the committee that they might 
return home in security without awaiting 
an interview with the President, for, said 
the Secretary, and these are alleged by the 
committee to have been his very words, 
“the office should belong to the soldier, and 
not to the negro.” And yet, in the face of 
Capt. Moore’s noble but melancholy rec- 
ord,in spite of his being a man upon 
whom the breath of calumny never 
breathed, and in defiance of the solemn as- 
surance of the President's Secretary, the 
negro was appointed to the postmaster- 
ship, the maimed and gallant soldier being 
rejected without even a word of explana- 
tion. Such things would seem to be enough 
to provoke a thunderbolt from the sky. 


The Jefferson (Texas) Trial. 

The thirty or forty citizens of Jefferson, 
Texas, who have been lying in prison for ' 
several months on the supposed suspicion 
of having been engaged in the killing of a 
murderous desperado named Smith, are 
now on trial before s military commission. 
The testimony is said to conflict badly, 
Radical military officers swearing to cer- 
tain things and Radical negroes to oppo- 
site things. Evidently the white and 
black witnesses were guilty of an over- 
sight in not getting together and agreeing 
beforehand as to what their testimony 
should be. But, whatever it may be, the 
conviction of the prisoners may be regard- 
ed as inevitable. The members of the 
commission wouldn't dare not to eonvict. 
They would anticipate a severe penalty as 
a consequence of such a violation of what 
is understood to be military discipline in 
the South. The trial is expected to bea 
protracted one. But delay is wholly un- 
necessary. An immediate verdict of guilty 
would be a saving of time and expense.

Mr. Chaplin, the winner of the Derby and 
the new Tory star in the House of Commons, 
is one of the richest men in England and an 
intimate friend of Tennyson, having been born 
im the same county and known the Tennyson 
family from his childhood. The brilliant wo- 
man who jilted him in order to become the 
wife of the Marquis of Hastings is at present 
a widow in somewhat reduced circumstances, 
and if Chaplin is still willing she may be per- 
haps won more easily than the Derby in 1967. 
Rumor says, however, that he cannot endure 
the sight of her. Once he was wax in her 
little hands, bat new he is adamaut. So 
much for female duplicity.

Sothern (‘Lord Dundreary ”). 

The pepulerity of this brilliant comedian 
with London play-goers moults no feather. 
The close of the hunting season leaves him 
free to pursue his profession, though it de- 
prives him for a time of a sport of which he 
is extremely fond, and tn which he greatly 
excels. He Is a capital hand “across coun- 
try,’’ and last season, and when he was con- 
tinually out with the Hartfordshire bounds, it 
was no uncommon thing for him to be in the 
“pigskin” till within an hour of his assum- 
ing “the “sock and buskin,”’ as the grandilo- 
quent critics of a bygoneage used to call the 
actor’s art. Mr. Sothern’s engagements are 
definitely made up to September, 1870. His 
trip to New York is indefinitely postponed.

The Marriage Question in the Prussian Army. 

In the Prussian army the regulations in re- 
gard to marriage have lately been modified. 
Each officer before marrying was formerly 
obliged to guaranty a pension to his wife by 
the investment of a certain sum, or by an ar- 
rangement with the Widows’ Fund. The 
amount of these pensions is now as follows: 
A lieutenant has to provide. a pension of at 
least two hundred thalers,a captain three 
hundred, a major four hundred, anda colonel 
or general five hundred. The amount to be 
deposited is about six thousand guldens, 
which must be invested in government fands. 
The reason for this custom is that the family 
of the officer must be provided for in case of 
his death.

The American Club ia Paris. 

The club is a social institution, derived from 
England, which we have not only made our 
own at home, but are carrying into foreign 
lands. An American club has just been or- 
ganized in Paris, to be known as “The Wash- 
ington,” where those roving Americans who 
are never happy abrvad unless they can shake 
their compatriots by the hand daily, may meet 
and fraternize. It will be a convenient Poste 
Restante for American letters, and a rendaz- 
vous.@ little more conventional than the Cour 
of the Grand Hotel for the latest comers from 
the United States, and for American ideas, 
among which we may suppose will be incluved 
the julep, already known in the Boulevards as 
the grog aux fines herdes.

“The New South.” 

Six hundred thousand dollars’ worth of man- 
ufacturing etock bas been subseribed for a cot- 
ton mill at Columbus, Ga., and seventy-one 
others are in process of erection at Savannah 
and other points in the State, for the manu- 
facture of cotton and woolefi goods. One 
factory at Augusta has a capital of six han- 
dred thousand dollars, and last year tarned 
out nearly six and « half million yards of 
cloth. The Arizona Cotton Factory, estab- 
Hehed at Claiborne parish, La., since the war, 
is now g a net profit of 24 per cent. per 
annum. ineome is realized on a capital 
of eighty thousand dollars, and with a part of 
the machinery counted in the capital, not yet 
at work. New Orleans is soon to have a cot. 
ton mill with ten thousand spindles.
